of a very Ancient and Honourable Family, yet hath he nothing 
left, whereby he may be put into any.way ef Education or 
Maintenance, except what his Relations Allow him out of Cha- 
rity, and eſpecially her Grace the Dutches of Dewvoxſhire, who 
is the Petitioner's Guardian, and neareft Relation, and takes the 
Sole care of his Education. 


It is therefore. humbly hoped this Honourable houſe will 
take the Hardſhips of the ſaid Infant*s Caſe into 
Conſideration, and order that the ſaid Infant may 
be reſtored to his Paternal Eſtate, which aid ne- 
ver yeild your Petitioner's Father more than Three 
Hundred Pounds a Tear over and above the In- 
cumbrances thereof.
